A 635 square - foot wheelchair 
storage and maintenance facility is 
now under construction at the 
west end of the student services 
building 

it will be the first permanent 
home for wheelchair service at 
CSUS, according to Pat Sontag, 
director of Services for Students 
with Disabilities 

The facility: will feature storage 
and repair se. vice for electric and 
manual whecichairs as well as 
equipment to recharge e@le tric 
wheelchairs and transpor’ ition 
carts 

From 1974 to May of last year, 
wheeichairs were recharged in an
